The Slieirbo 
cannibals waylaid and killed ,t)ioji[ vic- 
tims and aftenvard feasted j on their 
flesh. Tho cannibalism of the ^dgfc coast 
is of a very different kind. The 'flesh of 
the-old people—tbe grandfather |aud 
grandmother of a family—is dried and 
mixed with condiments, and a portion 
of this is offered, with a dim sort of 
sacramental meaning, to travelers, who 
become gnoats of the family. To refuse 
it would be a deadly insult. To accept 
it is a passport lo the privileged portion 
of a friend of tho house. 
Many of! our 


travelers in east Africa have eaten thus 
sacramontally of the ancestors of 
dark skinned potentate. 


Tho cannibalism of. the west cp^tst is 


of a nioro horrible kind, connected Iwith 
fetiohiam, the worst developments of 
which are peculiar to that country.! Bnt 
there is a hideonsly genuine appetite for 
fresh human flesh still existing atnong 
taie negroes of west Africa. Thisoanni- 
pnlisrn manifests itself in a roflnenient 
|of gluttony which has its mild analogy 
in the tastes of JSnrtipeans. Young boys 
are bought from tho dark interior j kept 
in pens, fattened ripon bananas and fin- 
ally killed and baked. To these Thyes- 
tean feasts 'come not only the savage 
chiefs of the interior, but also, it is 
whispered, black merchants from the 
coast. Men who appear at their places 
of business iu English territory in broad- 
cloth and tall hats, who ape the milli- 
ners of their white masters, are si|id to 
disappear annually into the interior, 
where, we are told, they might bo seoii 
in naked savagery taking part in the 
banquets on plump boys, in .which I they 
delight. . 


Be this as it may, somehow the native 


of the west coast and its Hinterland is 
nnliko the East or South African native 
in the deep lying savagery and the ex- 
traprdinary''faoility for returning to it 
which are'his leading and very unpleas- 
ant characteristics. The subject claims 
the attention of the anthropologist, and 
certainly suggests a onrions reason for 
questioning the relationship of the black 
man and the>ape or the gorilla, seeing 
that theiaoe of monkeys seems to be 
singularly free from anything illke can- 
uibaliem.—Loudou Saturday K|uview.

Of Board of Renlatrallon of Modi- 


cine. 


The flrat annual report of the board of 


registration of medicine was submitted 
to the Governor and Council, Thursday 


The board was created! at last year's 


session of, Ihe Legislature, consisting of 
Si'nincr Laughtcn, M. D., of BaBgor; 
E. F. Vose, M. D., Portland; John Lord, 
M. D., Blddeford; Austin L. Harvey, 
M. D., Newport; A. K. P. Meserve, M. 
D. Portland; and] Robert J. Martin, M. 
D., Augusta. 


The report gives to son>e extent the 


woik of the board for the year. 


.The law divided Ihoae entitled to regis- 


tration, previous to the flrst day of Jan- 
uary, 1808, into three classes : 


First—Those persons pract'cinff medi- 


cine or aurgery for gain er hire aa a 
livelihood In this State at the time of the 
organization of. the board, to nit: July 
0,189J, who were graduates of some 
legally chartered medical college or 
university, having power to cojpfer de- 
grees in medicine. 


Second—Those peraoua who hud been 


practitioners .of medicine or surgery in 
the State from March 27, 1802, to March 
27,180B, und 


Third—Those 
persons belonging to 


neither of these classes who should be 
examined and fqund quulllled to practice 
by tft& buard. . 


The report says: 


£J"A cousldorable number of persons, 
especially exempted b? l-iw, have applied 
for registration, such as cialrvoyantt, 
etc. 
.Many persons practicing dentistry 


claimed the right to register us sur- 
geons.. A few others, dentist-, whose 
applications seem to prove that tbey 
had 'practiced more than mere dental 
surgery [for 
the three years past, 


'were admitted 
to 
registration, and 


undoubtedly some of tho other classes, 
clairvoyants, magnetic liealers, etc., 
whose history was not known to the 
board,.have succeeded in obtaining reg- 
istration upon tbe evidence furnished In 
tliolr blauks. The rerllHcates of any of 
these classes that have wrongfully been 
Issued, will be revoked by the board. 


"The whole number of applications 


requested and sent off for registration 
under section 3, bas been 1,275, of the 
applicants for whluh: 


"Eleven hundred anil sixty-two have 


been registered under section 3. 
Of 


these, (10 have not returned the blank; 7 
have returned it unfilled and withdrawn 
it afterward: 6 were sent to persons 
already supplied; 1 died before return- 
ing blank; 33 were refuted registration 
and their fees returned; and 3 are pend-
